Phelan accused the other tailor of 
taking work from him by doing it at 
cheaper rates. Lichtenstein denied this 
aud things were smoothed over and 
all parties took a drink in a neighbor­ 
ing saloon. After leaving the saloou 
the quarrel was renewed, and Lich­ 
tenstein referred to Phelan and his 
friends in abusive language. Phelan 
then struck Lichtenstein In the face. 
The assaulted tailor went away, but 
quickly returned with a revolver and 
shot Phelan in the left breast, the bul­ 
let entering his heart. Phelan died 
in fifteen minutes after reaching the 
hospital.

BIRDS IN NEWSPAPER SERVICE 


Startling Doable Murder in Col­ 
orado—Brewers' Strike Im­ 
minent at St. Lonis. 


I A 8-oclatcd I’icss Dispatches to tho Herald. I 
C h ic a g o, April 29.—To Mr. Clinton 
A. Snowden, editor of the Chicago 
Timet, must be given tho unquestion­ 
ed credit for conceiving a modus op»*- 
andi for obtaining news which at first 
Bight appears almost startling. It 
had been supposed that when the 
telegraph and the locomotive had 
been brought into use the acme of 
rapid and faithful gathering of news 
events had been reached, and 
this 
still holds good 
where 
these facilities are easy of access. 
But when news centers are hundreds 
of miles distant from telegraph or 
railway stations, the question of 
transmitting events rapidly and 
reliable becomes a matter of some 
concern. Relays of horses have been 
brought into use. and even balloons 
have been pressed into service. Both, 
however, have elements of uncer- 
eertainty, and, in the latter case, great 
danger. It is now proposed to utilize 
the 
w in g e d s p e e d 
And the almost human intelligence of 
the carrier pigeon, as news messen­ 
gers, and not less novel aud interest­ 
ing is the occasion for which these 
birds are to be used. An ex|>edition 
has been organized, the object of 
which will be to save to tho world 
what members remain of the once 
numerous bison family of tho great 
plains. It is determined that of 
the millions which once roamed 
the prairies of the far west, 
only seventy-five or a hundred re­ 
main, and these are located in the 
extreme southwestern portion o/ 
Texas, hundreds of miles from the 
nearest habitation of man. This ex­ 
pedition, which is to start in a few 
days, will be under the leadership of 
C. J. Jones, or “Buffalo” Jones as he 
is called from his earlier habits in con­ 
nection with the big 
MONARCH OF THE PLAINS. 
< 
The remainder of this band will be 
composed of six experienced plains­ 
men and cowboys. Several shepherd 
dogs and bloodhounds will accompany 
the party whose business it will be to 
keep a vigilant watch on the buffalo 
after they have been “rounded up.” 
The leading purpose of the expedition 
is to perpetuate a species of animals 
which is thoroughly typical of Amer­ 
ican animal life, one of the controlling 
ideas of the trip being to kill none of the 
animals while corralling them or after 
their capture 
A representative of 
the Times will accompany tho expedi­ 
tion and his duties will be to reduce

THE FEATHERY MESSENGER, 
And bid it an affectionate good-bye 
and a safe and speedy journey. The 
pigeons will have been homed at a 
telegraph station near the seat of 
Mar, aud owing to their instincts 
they will at once make a correct 
flight for this point, no matter where 
they are freed. Arriving at the sta­ 
tion, the birds will be relieved of 
their burden by the telegraph opera­ 
tor, and the news thus brought will 
be wired to the Chicago Timet and 
through the medium of the Associated 
Press to all quarters of the globe, tell­ 
ing the sad story of the last of the 
wild buffaloes, and describing the last 
hunt that will ever bo made.

Nad Fate «iff an Old Woman and 
Her Grandson. 
C o l ora do S p r in g s, Col., April 29.— 
For several years an old lady named 
Kearney aud her grandson, about 
eight years old, named Hand, 
had been living ou a ranch several 
miles north of this city in a some­ 
what desolate place. About a month 
ago th *y disappeared, and tho neigh­ 
bors thought they had left the coun­ 
try. Yesterday Mrs. Beach, a daugh­ 
ter of Mrs. 8 earney, arrived from St. 
Ljuis and in company with a neigh­ 
bor went to the ranch to investigate. 
In a stable near the house the body of 
Mrs. Kearney was found, doubled up 
and in a budíy decomposed condition. 
The body of the boy was found cram­ 
med into a feed box, also badly de­ 
composed. It is impossible to state 
whether both were murdered by rob­ 
bers or whether tho old lady murder­ 
ed the boy and then suicided. The 
Coroner will investigate the case to­ 
morrow. 
la t e r p a r t ic u l a r s. 
The conclusion drawn from the con­ 
dition of things in the house and the 
position in which the bodies were 
found, is that the old lady and boy 
were murdered for money which it 
was known the former had in the 
houso, but by whom is still a mystery. 
Two bullet holes were found m 
the skull of the boy, while his 
grandmother’s head was crushed 
with an axe in such a man­ 
ner as to explode the theory 
of Buicide. The boy was the grand­ 
son of J. C. Hand, a wealthy iron 
merchant of Philadelphia, aud was to 
come into possession of an estate of 
$40,090 at his majority. The boy’s 
father, Frederick Hand, was a wealthy 
cattle man who came from Philadel­ 
phia to St. Louis in 1878, where he 
married a daughter of Mrs. Kearney. 
They came here soon afterwards and 
settled on t! e ranch, he dying five 
months later. The mother of the 
murdered boy is now in New York.

G r e a t F a l l s, Mont., April 29.— 
News of the opening of the Blackfeet 
reservation is awaited impatiently 
here and throughout Northern Mon- 
:ana. A large number of persons have 
gone to the reservation to locate 
ranches, mines and tovvnsites. De­ 
sirable valleys are fairly covered with 
tents, the greatest rush apparently be­ 
ing to the Big Sandy, the famous hay 
grounds. Soldiers as well as civilians 
are on the ground, and when news 
comes that the bill is signed, there is 
likely to be a rush. Bullock Valley, 
beyond Fort Assinaboine, is all staked 
off, and the tents of tlie squatters may 
lie seen all along the valley of the 
Milk river. Tuere is a silver and lead 
lode in the beds of the Paw Moun­ 
tains, that was located several years 
ago. It is understood that several 
parties are on hand watching to locate 
his mine, as well as to prospect for 
others.

WHOLESALE TRAIN BOBBERY. 
C ity o f M e x ic o (via Galveston), 
April 29.—On Friday evening a pas­ 
senger train on the Inter-Oceanic 
Railway was stopped and robbed by 
a band of fourteen highwaymen, three 
miles beyond Irolo. The passengers 
and trainmen were systematically 
robbed aud the company lost over 
$3,000 from the treasure box. It is 
presumed this is the same band that 
entered Ainecameca lately and that 
plundered the Chalbuac ranch in the 
State of Pueblo. A large force of 
cavalry which was ordered out by the 
Government has struck the trail of 
the robbers. 
THE YAQUI WAR. 
N o g a l es, A. T. April 29.—General 
Guerra, Commander of the First Mil­ 
itary zone of Sonora, telegraphs the 
Governor under date of April 26th> 
that on the 21st inst., Lieutenant Juan 
Quentro, with the Federal forces, had 
a sharp battle with the Yaqui Indians 
in the Tejibampo mountains, killing 
twenty-one and wounding one, who 
was taken prisoner. Manuel Escobas 
of the Federal force was dangerously 
wounded. 
In another dispatch, 
dated April 27th,General Guerra says: 
“ Yesterday, Captain Angel Lanes, of 
the Mexican Homeguards, overtook a 
large party of Yaqui rebels going 
toward Agua Caliente. He had a 
fight with them, killing seven and 
capturing fourteen prisoners, mostly 
women and children, aud a lot of guns 
and ammunition.”

L in c o ln , Neb., April 29.—On being 
questioned about the Papal condemna­

National League. This attempt at 
spiritual interference in matters part­ 
ly temporal and political, will,instead 
of suppressing, put new life and de­ 
termination into the movement and 
will raise up unexpected difliculiies 
for England and will bring no credit 
or advantage to Rome. The Irish 
Catholics recognize very clearly that 
churchmen are not the Church, and 
while they have no quarrel with the 
latter, they will stand no dictation 
from the former and especially when 
no question of faith or morals is in­ 
volved. A resort to such methods to 
help their ends, by the Tory Govern­ 
ment, indicates that they are indeed 
getting into desperate straits.” 
Secretary Sutton, of the League, 
said: “Papal interference with the 
national affairs of Ireland should meet 
with speedy and emphatic resistance. 
It is not the first time a R oidíbIi poli­ 
tician has been hired to knife 
T nE NATIONALITY OF IRELAND, 
Only to find the edge of their weapons 
turned by the indestructible breast­ 
plate of Ireland’s fidelity to the prin­ 
ciples of liberty. 
We distinguish 
more clearly perhaps than any other 
people in the world the line that 
divides religion from politics, and 
have never hesitated to iesiut Roman 
interference with our political affairs. 
I am not slow to say that, on this oc 
casion, a lesson is needed, and our 
jieople tfill not be Blow in giving it. 
The action of Rome, as reported, is 
exceedingly ill-advised and can only 
result in injury, not to Ireland as a 
nation, but to the Catholic religion.

THE POPE’S DECREE. 
Text off tlie Papal meniage an the 
Irish Question. 
L o n d o n , April 29.—Following is 
the text of the Papal decree: On 
several occasions the Apostolic See 
has given the people of Ireland, whom 
it has always regarded with special 
benevolence, suitable admonition and 
advice when circumstances required,** 
to how they might defend their rights 
without injury to jnstice or the public 
peace. Our Holy Father, Leo XIII., 
fearing lest in the species of warfare 
that has been introduced among the 
Irish in the contests between land­ 
lord and tenant, and which Is 
commonly called “ the plan oí 
campaign,” and in the kind of 
social interdict called “boycotting/* 
arising from the same contest, the 
true sense of justice and charity might- 
be perverted, ordered the Supreme 
Congregation of the Inquisition to 
subject tlie matter to a serious and 
careful examination. Hence, the fol­ 
lowing was proposed to their Eminen­ 
ces, the Cardinals of that Congrega­ 
tion : 
Is it permissable in the disputes be­ 
tween landlords and their tenants in 
Ireland to use the means known a* 
‘the plan of campaign” and “boycot­ 
ting.” 
After long and mature deliberation 
their eminences unanimously an­ 
swered in the negative, and their de­ 
cision was confirmed by the Holy 
Father, Wednesday, the 18th of the 
present month. The justice of the 
decision will be readily seen by any 
one who applies his mind to consider, 
that tlie rent agreed on bv matual 
consent cannot without a violation of 
contract be diminished at the mere 
will of the tenant, especiolljb.when 
there are tribunals appointed for set­ 
tling such controversies and reducing 
unjust rents within the bounds of 
equity, after taking into account the 
causes which diminish the value of 
land. Neither can it be permissablo 
that rents be extorted from tenants 
and deposited in the hands of unknown 
persons, to the detriment of land 
owners. 
Finally, it is contrary to justice and 
charity to persecute by social interdict 
those who are satisfied to pay tho 
rents they agreed to pay, or 
those who in the exercise of 
their rights take vacant farms. It 
will, therefore, be your Lordships' 
duty prudently but effectually to ad­ 
vise and exhort the clergy and laity not 
to transgress the bounds of Christian 
charity and justice while they are 
striving for a remedy for their dis­ 
tressed condition.

For along time past the Los Angeles 
Cable Railway Company has been 
busy at work distributing rails and 
yokes along the streets through which 
the proposed cable line is to run. 
Daring this time thousands of yokes 
have been distributed in piles along 
First street, in Boyle Heights, along 
Fort street from Fourth to Seventh, 
and along Seventh street -to the cor­ 
ner of Grand avenue, where the en­ 
gine house is even now in a course of 
construction. 
The residents of Los 
Angeles cannot have an adequate 
idea of what an enormous undertak­ 
ing this cable company has on hand. 
In the first place, it is to baild three 
large engine houses, which in itself is 
a big ana costly piece of work. The 
excavation for the one at Seventh 
and Grand avenue is now fully twenty- 
five 
feet 
deep, 
and 
extends 
at 
least 200 feet down Seventh 
from 
Grand 
avenue, 
and 
150 
feet 
down 
Grand 
avenue 
from Seventh. The foundations for 
the walls of this structure have been 
commenced, and a portion of them are 
now nearly finished. It is claimed 
that the foundations, which are of 
concrete, are the best to be had, bet­ 
ter, if possible, than are the founda­ 
tions of stone. The rear walls are 
about 18 inches thick, and have been 
built up about 16 feet. The wall 
along Seventh street will be about 2 
feet thick, and has been built up about 
10 feet for a distance of 50 feet in 
length. 
No work has been done on this side 
of the river toward digging the trench 
for the yokes and cables, but a good 
portion of the yokes and rails have 
been put in place on Boyle Heights. 
Commencing at the street-far stales 
at the end of First street In Boyle 
Heights, and running west along 
the 
street 
nearly to 
Boyle av­ 
enue, a 
distance of 
about four 
blocks, the trench has been dug. 
the yokes and rails put in place ana 
the trench filled up with concrete to a 
level with the rails, leaving sufficient 
space on top, however, to pave the 
street between the rails with asphalt- 
um. The work of "filling in” around 
the boxes, through which the cable 
will pass, with concrete is a very ex­ 
pensive and arduous job and will nec­ 
essarily take a great deal of time. 
The trenches are dng concave shape 
at the bottom and are about 5 feet 
deep and 5 feet wide at the top. The 
first thing done when the trench is 
finished is to put ties across the top of 
the trench. 
To these the yokes are 
hung and then, before the boxing f r 
the 
cable 
is 
put in, a bed of 
concrete 
is put down. 
On this 
the boxing rests, and as soon as the 
latter is put in place concrete is 
packed around it and up to the top of 
the truck, and on a level with the 
bottom of the rails. This is what has 
been done to four blocks of track in 
Boyle Heights. In addition to this, 
the trench has been dug for a con­ 
siderable distance on this side of the 
first hill after crossing the bridge to 
tbe east side. It is the intention of 
the managers of the company to get 
the line ready for traffic by next 
spring, and, judging from the rapid 
strides they have made in Boyle 
Heights, that will be sufficient time 
in which to complete everything.

Meeting of the Board of Trade 
The members of the East Los An 
geles Board of Trade held a public 
meeting in Campbell’s Hall over the 
drng store, at the corner of Downey 
avenue and Trueman stroet Saturday 
night, commencing at 8 o’clock. The 
object of the meeting was to consider 
the feasability of erecting a fine hotel 
in East Los Angeles, as there is now no 
hotel of any description. The citi­ 
zens believe that a big hotel could be 
made to pay, and it was to ascertain 
what could be done to aid and push 
the enterprise, that the meeting was 
held. At 8 o’clock Mr. D. Gilbert 
Dexter, First Vice President of the 
Board of trade, called the meeting to 
order, and announced the object of 
the meeting. 
Judge R. Dunnigan 
aro-e to make a few remarks, but 
gave way in honor of Ex-Governor J. 
J. Gosper, who at that moment en­ 
tered the door, and was immediately 
invited to speak.

It is proposed to place it upon Downey 
avenue. After the amount of the sub­ 
scription was announced, the meeting 
adjourned subject to a call.

Operating Difficulties of 
the 8. P. System.

A S lig h t W reck N ear F lorence— 


P ro g ress o f th e L ine to 
San D iego. 


The mo9t im portant question with 
the Southern Pacific Company just at 
present, says the Call, is the scarcity 
of fuel. 
There being no coal supply of any 
magnitude in the State, the directors 
are compelled to derive their require­ 
m ents from foreign sources. 
The 
greater portion of the fuel used be 
tween Ogden and Truckee 
comes 
from mines in Wyoming, or from 
m ines on the Denver and Kio Grande 
system . 
A portion of the coal u*od in 
Arizona, between El Paso and Los 
Angeles, comes from the m iueson the 
Santa Fe road, and costs, delivered at 
DemiDg, $0.40 per ton. 
Another 
source of supply is a big mine in the 
Indian Territory, which produces a 
very superior quality of coal, which 
is delivered by the 
Missouri and 
Texas Pacific at E l Paso. 
The coal 
costB $8.40 per ton, but its superior j 
quality renders it more desirable than 
an inferior fuel at a lower figure. The 
Salinas mines, down on the Mexican 
International, are too far away for any 
use on the Pacific system, though they 
are, strange to say, the only coal de­ 
posits which the Southern Pacific 
Company has yet struck. 
In this re­ 
spect it 1b less fortunate than any of 
its competitors. 
The Northern Pa­ 
cific, Union Pacific, Denver and Rio 
Grande and Atchison have all a plen­ 
tiful supply of coal at one point or 
another along their lines. The South­ 
ern Pacific Company, however, de­ 
spite its enormous length of track and 
its policy of building feeders through 
new country, has never yet struck a 
coal mine. This is the reason why C. 
P. Huntington and Charles Crocker 
paid so extended a visit to W ashing­ 
ton Territory and British Columbia. 
The Carbon H ill mine, which they 
already own, is on a branch oí the 
Northern Pacific. 
From it, is taken 
about 20,000 tons monthly, which is 
used chiefly to supply the ferries, the 
lines in the Sacramento and San Joa­ 
quin valleys, and the Central Pacific 
as far east as Truckee. 
More coal 
would be taken from this mine could 
the railroad company haul it. 
But 
they have as much as they can do at 
present, and the project Í9 being dis­ 
cussed by the Southern Pacific D irect­ 
ors of building a short line from the 
mine to the N orthern Pacific at Seat­ 
tle. 
On the Oregon line from Red 
Bluff north 
to 
Ashland wood is 
burned. 
It is prop'red, however, 
after next month to burn wood from 
Sacramento north, UBing coal only on 
passenger trains. The same rule will 
go into effect on the Central Pacific 
from Sacramento east. 
The Los An­ 
geles division íh supplied from the 
Wellington mines at an enormous 
cost, the colliers lauding the coal di­ 
rect at Wilmington. 
The extension of the Goshen branch 
line from Heron will open up an in­ 
valuable supply, as the coal which 
has been taken from th a t part of the 
coast range, which the new line will 
tap, has been rigidly tested and found 
to be capable of all lequirem ents. The 
bed is said to be a very large one, and 
the company is using all its forces 
available to reach it as soon as possi­ 
ble. 


T I IE CO ST O F C O A L . * 
In the last Central Pacific report it 
was shown th at the average price of 
coal throughout the system was $6 03 
per ton. The average Drice on the 
Chicago and Alton, placed ih the 
engine’s tender is only $1 GO per ton. 
The Baltimore and Ohio coal supply 
only costs 00 cents per ton in the 
tender. 
Speaking of the cost of fuel on the 
System, Superintendent Fillmore said 
the other day that if the Southern 
Pacific Company could obtain coal at 
anything like these rátes there would 
be sufficient surplus income to permit 
the company to declare a divided of 
about 0 per cent on the capital stock. 
Some idea of the quantity of coal 
used o a ihe system can be gathered 
from the same source. 
During the 
year 1887, 204,206 tons were burned. 
At the rate of $6 03 per ton and this 
would give the enormous sum of 
$1,231,362 18, or about one-thirteontb 
of the entire earnings. 


T H E W A T E R S U P P L Y . 
Another disadvantage that the com­ 
pany suffers from is the ack of water 
in portions of its system in Arizona, 
New Mexico and Texas. A regular 
iron water-tank on its car forms a por­ 
tion of the tram from Indio south, 
and this, of course, adds to the oper­ 
ating expenses. 
W ater is, of course, 
found in Arizona, but it is so impreg­ 
nated with chemicals th at its use de 
strove the interior of the locomotive 
boilers. A similar character of water 
is found in the Tehachepi Pass. It 
very frequently happens that engines 
used on the Yuma division have, to 
be returned for repairs after having 
been only nine m onths in ubo.

There is very keen competition 
going on among the different rail­ 
roads represented in this city as re­ 
gards excursion business. 
Up to the 
present season this branch of traffic 
has been operated exclusively by 
agents, who were com pen sated by a 
commission from the company, in ad­ 
dition to which a small charge of $5 
was levied on each passenger for 
sleeping-car 
accomodation. 
The 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road 
broke through this institution by es­ 
tablishing un agency here for the 
purpose of handling excursions over 
their lines, and placed one of their 
representatives 
in 
charge, 
who 
was authorized to receive and handle 
the tourist business in the nam e of 
the company. Then came another in­ 
novation, the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy announced th at the $5 charge 
for Bleeping accommodations would 
be dispensed with on its line, and thiH 
made the other excursion agents look 
gloomy, os this fee had alwa> s been 
one of their most valuable com mis­ 
sions. An announcement was issued 
a few days ago th at the A tlantic and 
Pacific would net dispense with this 
charge, however, because, it was 
stated, it was a necessary one, so 
as to insure an exclusiveness of 
travel 
by 
barring 
out 
Chinese 
who 
might 
otherwise 
claim 
All 
the privileges accorded to others as 
regaras travel!ag, and which would 
therefore form a very obnoxious possi­ 
bility. It wsa stated though yester­ 


day, at the leading excursion offices 
in the city, th at the agents, while en­ 
deavoring to Always secure this $5 bo­ 
nus, will gladly dispense with it rath­ 
er than lose a possible custom er and 
thereby forfeit the commission granted 
by the company over whose line the 
passenger wishes to travel. 


TRAINS DELAYED. 


A S li g h t W r e c k o n t h e 8 . F . a t 
F lo r e n c e . 
A train of 136 em pties, covering 
exactly one mile of track, left the city 
yesterday afternoon for San Pedro. 
At Florence, where it was stopped 
for the conductor 
to register, air 
brakes, which were on a few of the 
leading cars and on one in the mid­ 
dle of the train, were applied, but the 
concussion was so great that the hind 
trucks were knocked completely from 
beneath a llut-car near the end of the 
string. The link was also snapped 
and when the tra:n pulled out two or 
three disabled cars and a num ­ 
ber of others behind them 
were 
left standing on 
the track, while 
the disabled fiat car us it was dragged 
along, splintered the ties and did con­ 
siderable 
damage. 
Compton was 
nearly reached ere the discovery that 
the end of their train was gone was 
made by one of the breakm en and a 
large force of workmen was at once 
summoned to clear up the wreck. 
In 
the meantime the Santa Ana and Ana­ 
heim train on its way to Los Angeles, 
had arrived but was stalled for nearly 
two hours ere it was able to proceed.

Among the defenders of truth an t 
virtue there is one that surpasses all 
others, one which is always ready, and 
when in the fight is always victorious.

CINCHING SMALL FARMERS.

H e r a ld : Several tiroes 
lately you have called the attention of 
taxpayers to the necessity of handing 
in the lists of their property to the As­ 
sessor ; but how about the assessment 
this year ? The papers havo much to 
say pro and con in regard to the tariff. 
While, of course, it is proper for the 
Government to adjust the tariff on a 
Democratic basis, it is not to be com­ 
pared, in immediate interest to us, to 
the local government taxes. These 
are the things that affect more par­ 
ticularly the small farmers. Well, the 
Assessor has been around, and as near 
as I can find out, he lias lowered the 
assessment on personal property, but 
the lands and improvements will be 
assessed the same as they were last 
year by C. C. Mason, and not as the 
State Board revised them. If such is 
the case, nine-tentlis of the small far 
mere will pay higher taxes this year 
than last, supposing, of course, that 
tlie levy will be $1.50 on the hundred 
dollars this year. 
Take the section of country from 
Compton, south of Downey and Nor­ 
walk, on to and including Westmin­ 
ster and Garden Grove, and most of 
the land that is cultivated is owned 
by men who own from twenty to forty 
acres, and have very little personal 
propriety. It generally runs like this: 
two horses, plough, wagon, two cows, 
chickens, poor furniture, say $500 
worth; but bis land, forty acres a 
$40 or $50 an acre, and improvements, 
he will have from two to four thousand 
dollars to assess, and if Mason has as­ 
sessed the land and improvements the 
same as he did last year, and the tax 
rate is the same, we small farmers 
can’t help paying highei taxes than 
last. On this lowering of personal 
property who will reap the benefit ? 
Why, lumbermen. (3>£ cents per foot, 
rough lumber), poor men they don’t 
charge anything for lumber now-a- 
days; rolling stock on railroads; men 
who have great stocks of merchand­ 
ise; great ranchos on which are 
thousands of cattle, horses and sheep, 
these are the ones who will pat him 
on the back and say, “Well done, 
thou good and faithful Assessor.” I 
won’t say servant, because from his 
actions he considers we are his serv­ 
ants. 
Therefore, we contend that the 
assessment this year is in the interest 
of capital, and we don’t look for any 
change until he is out of office. In 
his caee it is the old story, “put 
beggar on horseback,” etc. 
Speaking about the tax levy last 
year reminds me of the talk going on 
in the country. With the Republi­ 
cans, almost nine out of ten will say, 
We repudiate Mason and liis mode of 
assessing last year; but how did it 
come that the Democratic Board of 
Supervisors put the levy up to $1.50 
when the assessment was nearly' dou­ 
bled. We say it wasnecessary, and will 
be able to show it before the election 
but if we cannot, then, indeed, we 
will not have gained one point on the 
Republican parly, while we could 
have swept the fast Republican out 
of office in the next two years had 
the Supervisors kept the tax rate 
down, although I say back again that 
I never heard of any protest from the 
minority of the board against the 
$150 levy. And again, the 90 per 
cent, levied for county purposes is 
used at home, while the 60 per cent, 
is for the benefit of others.

They are still busy 
picking aud packing oranges and tlie 
shipments will be 100 car loads if it 
does not exceed even that number. 
The crop for next year promises to be 
immense and the trees everywhere 
are laden with their beautiful and 
very fragrant blossoms.

The Los 
Angeles newspapers did not give the 
names of contributors of flowers to 
tho Beveral booths from towns out­ 
side the “Fair City of Los Angeles,” 
because they did not register the 
flowers contributed, as a young lady 
was told who carried a basket of red 
geraniums to the Anaheim booth. 
We certainly had a great variety of 
flowers, and of roses especially. Mrs.

Langenberger sent some very 
choice varieties, and Mrs. M. Haight 
sent several baskets of roses of over 
fifty varieties, and two-thirds of which 
were the Marshal Niel of a most 
magnificent size,

Two 
little girls of our town worked hard in 
gathering the flowers from the differ­ 
ent gardens every day, aud getting 
them off to Los Angeles by train time.
